•\t\ir. of loarnmg definitely whether or 
not iliorc is life on Mars, for on that 
date the red planet will pass closer to the 
em Ih Ih in it has been at anv time within 
ihe pn->t two centuries, and closer than 
it will eome again until 1941. This prox- 
imity doc 3 not seem veiy clo=e to minds 
coiiiemed with earthly distances since it 
is approximately 35,000,000 miles, but in 
sidereal space this is a neighborly call by 
one planet on another. 
'When cue con- 


siders, too. that the nearest Mars has 
come to the eaith since Schiaparelli be- 
gan the modern studies of our celestial 
neighbor in 3877 has been 42,000,000 
miles, the reduction of 7,000,000 miles or 
more in that distance is a matter of the 
greatest importance to astronomers who 
believe that there is life on Mars. 


The great telescopes on Mt. Lowe, Mt. 


Hamilton, and at the Mare Island Naval 
Observatory will be held for several days, 
before, during and after August 22, on 
the heavenly Mbitor, and even to the 
naked eye the crimson planet will appear 
much brighter and larger than it ever has 
seemed before. At Mt. Lowe, Dr. E. L. 
Larkin will be at work; at the Naval 
Obser\ aiorv, (Japtain T. J. J. 
See, 


director of that institution, will be search-

Since atmospheric and other condi- 


tions, as well a<3 the mechanical equip- 
ment, at the California observatories is 
ihe best in the country, theie is every 
probability that whatever discoveries of 
value are made when the war god's, "world 
passes ours will be announced from one 
or more of these outposts of astronomical 
-aenee in this slate. Many of the astron- 
omers of the world believe Mars to be 
habitable, and, following out this premise, 
that life pussibly sini'lnr to that on the 
eartli has originated and devc-loped there. 
Captain T. J. J. Sre, U. S. N , professor 
of mathematics and astionomv. and di- 
rector of the Untied Stales Naval Ob- 
servaioiv at Maie Island, 13 one of those 
•who believe that Mars is inhabited by 
sentient life, and, more than this, that 
Venus, one of the most beautiful of alf 
the planets, also is inhabited. 


In a recent conversation with the 


author on tins subject, Captain See said: 


''Among thinking men, the question of 


ihe existence of life upon the planets is a 
fundamental one, for the earth is a 
planet, and is teemjng with life of every 
description. 
The question then is, 'shall 


we recognize life as a general phenom- 
enon of Nature, observed everywhere on 
Ihc Earth, and yet deny that the same 
natural phenomenon mav appear upon 
other habitable worlds? Such a one-sided 
philosophy is incompatible to the ad- 
vancement of modem science, and to coin- 
bat it, we must bring outilhe reasons that 
may he asMiined to exist on Mars and 
Venus at least— ihc two planets most like 
the earth. 


"Mars i, smaller than the earth, being 


about 4200 miles in diameter, compared 
•will) our 7003 miles. The earth rotates 
in 24 mean solar hours, or 23h., 56m., 
4.=06, sidereal rotation, while Mars rotates 
in 24h, 37m , 22,sG7. Thus, the Martian 
day is longer than ours, but only slightly. 
The obliquity of tin- equator of the earth 
1 o the ecliptic is 23 5 degrees ; that of 
Mars' equator, in icspect to its orbit, 
about 24 degrees, that is to say, the obli- 
riuity of I IIP two placets i« almost the 
eaine. It follows ttiat the change of sea- 
sons upon Mars will be -about the samo as 
that upon the earth. 


''The Martian year, however, is nearly 


tv>iie in loiiff as o^ia, ha'vliij; CS7 days 
tompared tu our 364 3-4 days. 'Thus, the 
seasons on Mars are all long, and, there- 
fore, change with double the slowness of 


Central Africa, or India. 
What the 


forms of life are r.hich inhabit Venu->. we 
cannot say, any more than we can de- 
penbe those we migW expect to find on 
Mars. 
Neither do we know the exact 


character of the vegetation to be found 
on either planet, but with eliaiatc and 
moisture and atmosphere so similar to 
tJiose of the earth on both tivsc celestial 
neighbors it is almost he\ond the pa!e of 
possibility that life should not have 
developed on both. 


"By certain processes of observation. 


rnd calculation, we find that the day on 
Venus probably has a lengtk of 23 hours 
and 21 minntes, or 35 minutes less than 
our terrestrial day, ju^t as Mars has a 
day 41 nimutes lonser than the day on 
the earth. But the year on Venus is only 
225 days lung, roughlv 140 da\s les^ than 
our year. 
Since the atmosphere of 


Venus, however, is filled everywhere with 
clouds, which keep down the ^un's heat, 
and since the obliquitv of the planet to 
the ecliptic is small, it will appear that 
the seasonal changes on Venus are slight, 
so that the climate there also is very like 
that of Equatorial Africa. 


"For these reasons, I would consider 


that Venus certainly is habitable, and by 
a range of life much wider than could 
exist on Mars. Almost any life that we 
know upon the earth could live and flour- 
ish upon Venus, probably increasing con- 


curs here on the eaijh. Atmospiieic has 
been found on M.irs. however, and we can 
sec and photograph clouds actually float- 
ing in the atmosphere of Mars. 
These 


wonderful 
triumphs 
of 
astronomical 


science and the photographic ait are duo 
to the work of Dr. Percival Lowell, and 
his associates, at the Lowell Observatory 
in Arizona. 
Thev have studied the sur- 


face of Mars consecutively and consist- 
ently for more than 30 years. Their pho- 
tographs show the north and south polar 
caps of Mars, and the increase of these 
caps as the .Martian winter augments, to- 
gether with their decrease as the summer 
advances there, thus indicating that these 
caps are of snow and ice, which increase 
with cold and melt away with heat. This 
tends to prove that the seasonal effects 
on Mars are very similar to those on the 
eartli. 


''In the most remarkable series of pho- 


tographs made by Dr. Lowell and his 
associates, clouds are shown clearly and 
distinctly,, floating in the atmosphere of 
Mtirs. Parts of the planetary surface 
known by repeated observation and pho- 
tography to be dark, appear white, or 
with white patches over them', in other 
photographs. 
This whiteness is due to 


the reflection of the sun's light from the 
upper surfaces of the clouds, just as to 
an aviator flying above earthly clouds, 
Ihoir uiTnor surface* are blindmgly white 
•in the clear rays of the sun. 
- "No discovery since Sc study of Mars 
was begun has been mote wonderful or 
more valuable than this! Melting snow 
at the poles, and clouds floating «rcund 
a planet more than -0,000,000 miles away 
when it was photographed! 
And tbe 


advantage of these photographs is that 
they make a record durable for all time, 
ard that they eliminate all doubt which 
mi,rht arise if the accuracy of the report" 
wore basad on nothing more than individ- 
ual observation or drawings made by the 
human hand. 


'•IT'-om this prossnee of snow and 


clouds, it follows that Mars has an atmos- 
phere capable of producing water-vapor 


there is an atmosphere on Mars. Know- 
ing this, and knowing that the seasonal 
conditions and changes on Mars are simi- 
lar to those on the earth, we may bo 
equally sure that if 
certain animals 


known to our globe, such as the Andean 
condor, the llama of Peru, and man, were 
transported to Mars, and landed there in 
good 
physical 
condition, ihey 
could 


bieathe and live comfortably there, pro- 
vided plants on which they could subsist 
aKo are there. The probabilify is very 
great that climrj" and atmospheric con- 
ditions such as ^c have learned exist on 
Mars, have combined to produce such 
vegetation there. 


"It is, therefore, very probable—in- 


deed, certain—that Mars is as filled with 
some forms of life as is the earth, per- 
haps many 
more 
forms 
than 
those 


known to us. We cannot say mith any 
certainty that the Martian life is in any 
way similar to the forms of life that 
•we know, except that those forms on that 
planet have bodies anknated by nervous 
systems for control. 
The animals on 


Mars have sense and power of locomo- 
tion, like those here upon the earth. 
It 


seems, therefore, certain that there is life 
upon Mars. 
All the elements are as 


favorable for life as thev are upon the 
earth. 


"With regard to Venus, we may add 


Hint Vmitifnl little nlanot to the earth 
and Mars as habitable, and, therefore, in- 
habited. / The planet Venus is the twin 
sister of the earth, about the same size 
as our globe, and has abundant atmos- 
phere, a cloud-covered surface, and sea- 
sons not very different from our own, 
because the clouds in the atmosphere-of 
Menus reduce the sun's heat, which is 
greater than it is upon the surface of the 
eartli, until only ft part of it reaches 
the surface of our sister planet. 


"According to the best information of 


which we are now possessed, the surface 
of Venus has abcut the same temperature 
and moisture (humidity) as the tropics 
on the earth. For this reason, Venus is 
as likely to be teeming with life OM -Brazil,

siderablv in size there! Thus, why should 
not Venus be inhabited? 
To hold that 


the earth alone, among all the billions of 
habitable woilds in space, is inhabited, is 
absurd, and no such conclusion is author- 
ized by the discoveries of modern science. 
The ftxed stars are all suns, like our sun, 
oftc'n very much larger, and most of these 
fixed stars, which number about a billion, 
have planetary systems around them, just 
as has our sun. TLis is absolutely cer- 
tain. 


"These billions of planets which whirl 


their endless way about the billion of suns 
are habitable, and, therefore, in all prob- 
ability inhabited bv varying and varied 
forms of life. It is unreasonable to say 
that, in all these billions of opportunities, 
human life has not developed on some of 
these planets as well as upon the earth. 
If we deny this, aud hold that all the 
worlds of space are uninhabited, we must 
come to the absurd conclusion that life 
upon this earth is an accident, and a mis- 
take, existing in violation of. the order of 
Nature. 
Xo such conclusion is justifi- 


able, and we cannot hold it without doing 
\iolence to our common sense. 
"We ob- 


serve that upon the earth life flourishes 
wherever such development is possible. 
Therefore, by whatever process life arose 
upon the eartli, it also will arise or has 
arisen in the worlds of space. 
Hence, 


life is a general phenomenon of the uni-

Such is the tabloid story of one of 


the most beautiful, most brilliant and 
most unfortunate women of the last 
century, Lola Montez. 


Lola Montez was so intimately con- 


nected with our early mining period 
that we have come to almost regard her 
as being a Californian, which she was 
not, though she actually did stay here 
longer than many of the early pio- 
neers. 


There are many contradictions in 


the published reports of her life as 
•well as in her various biographical 
sketches. Just how true some stories 
are will never be known. 
That she 


was a genius, that she was an excep- 
tional woman in her day all freely 
admit. 
There are few stories more 
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romantic, few stories more intensely 
interesting than that of this waif of 
beauty. 


Her mother was of direct Spanish 


descent, from the ancient family of the 
Montalvos. Her father was a soldier 
of the King's Own Scottish Borderers. 
They happened to be in Limerick, Ire- 
land, on July 3, 1818, the day Lola 
was born. . From her mother she in- 
herited all the romance, the love, the 
vivacity and the love of adventure that 
(Sunny Spam allots to her (laughters. " 


From her father she received that 


gift of ready Irish 'wit and courage 
of convictions that stood. her in such 
good stead in later life. What she did 
not inherit she acquired from her Irish 
nurse. 


In 1822 she went with her parents 


to India, where her father was to be 
stationed. At Dinapore, her mother, 
beautiful, 
attractive 
and 
enticing, 


became the favorite lady in the garri- 
son. Littie Lola likewise came in for 
every attention from officer and sol- 
dier alike. 


She was but seven when the cholera 


took her father away.

chum, a handsome,, dashing fellow,-who

distribute, wanted a wife, a young 
•wife, and a -beautiful one. He had 
almost reached the age limit set for 
man, but that made no difference to 
Lola's mother. 
Her husband wanted 


promotion and through her young 
daughter she intended that he should 
get it. 


To England she sailed, taking along 


a young lieutenant named James as 
an escort. It is probably more than 
likely that he merely happened to be 
on the same steamer, than that he was 
sent with her. 


In England Lola met her mother, 


•who was astounded at the beautiful 
little girl that she saw before her. To 
the largest and most fashionable stores 
she took Lola, with Lieutenant James 
as handy man on the shopping tours. 
The most beautiful 
and ravishing 


gowns were purchased, the wardrobe 
began to fill trunks. Mrs. Craigie was 
determined to spare no expense to la,nd 
Sir Abraham. 


Little Lola got suspicions. Some of 


the silken lingerie seemed a little too 
elaborate for a young girl. She con- 
ferred with the Lieutenant; he was 
sympathetic. Under promise of secrecy 
he divulged the plot, nsing' plenty, of •

One after another 
she turned down their offers of "pro- 
tection," one after another they swore 
vengeance, and one after another of 
those pillars of society sent broadcast 
their stories of baseless slander, such 
as only their licentious" imaginations

She wanted to play the 
game 


straight, but she was a handsome 
woman, an unusually attractive one. 
What those that she had spurned 
failed to think up to send broadcast 
her own sex supplied 
from 
their 


envious tongues. 


In only one place in those days in 


England was there a refuge to which 
she could go where such slander and 
scandal would do her any good. 
To 


that place she went. 
Through sheer 


personality, for she was not ihcn the 
actress she later became, she won an 
opportunity to make her debu't at Her 
Majesty's Theater. The critics sounded 
high their praises, the audience ap- 
plauded with a vim, but the next day 
the play was cancelled from the 
boards.

Sometimes when a match is arranged 
without a girl's consent she will run away 
from home to a mission or to the police. 
In China she is outcast unless she weds 
the man to whom she is betrothed by her 
parents, but in this country she can 
escape in various ways." 


According in his explanation, gills 


married according to the Chinese rites are 
little better than cLatteK 
He knew of 


eases where corpses had been married in 
coffins; where a grown girl of sixteen 
had been married to an infant of six and 
had nursed him through chicken pox and 
other illnesses; where pretty girls of 
fourteen and fifteen were betrothed and 
wedded to aged derelicts of seventy and 
eighty. 
In each case the wedding was 


little more than a sale. The bridegroom, 
through a matchmaker, offered so much 
money, say $600 or $700, for a likely 
girl. The parents sold her without even 
telling her about it until the wedding day 
arrived. Then she was taken to her hus- 
band's house and put to work as his ser- 
vant and as a slave to her mother-in-law, 
if such a person then lived. She was not 
even allowed to speak to her husband 
directly but mn-t approach him through 
an intermediary. 


"But 
American-born 
Chinese girls 


won't tolerate this," Tong Yun added. 
"They think they, are just as good as 
men—and better." 


"Few professional matchmakers now 


operate in Oakland because of the spirit 
of independence and revolt against be- 
trothal-by-proxy. 


The purchase of Sloy Far Ling by On 


Bing Kung, wealthy and aged importer, 
had followed the accepted Chinese prac- 
tice. Urged on by On Bing Kung, the 
moy yung had searched far and wide for 
a ch'i for the importer. Filially sho i*d 


di-covered Moy Far Ling. Without say- 
ing a word to little Moy, the moy yung 
arranged for an exchange of photographs 
and references between the two families. 


These proving satisfactory, the man 


Tvas allowed to see the prospective bride 
clandestinely without Mov Far 
Ling 


knowing anything about it 
To do this 


Ah Ying, the mother, took her daughter 
to a Chinese theater in San Francisco, 
•where On Bing Kung was waiting behind 
a pillar to get a glimpse of the beautv. 


The nest day, after On Bing Kung had 


seen Moy Far Ling, the moy yung ap- 
peared at the home of Ah Ying and 
asked how much she wanted for her 
daughter. 
The mother transacted the 


bn-mess, her husband being dead. 
At 


first Ah Ying held out for $2000, three 
porkers, ten lolls of red silk cloth and 
many other cninor articles. 
The moy 


yung by close bargaining reduced the 
price to $oOO, one porker, three rolls of 
red silk, together with cakes, sweetmeats 
and other dainties. 


All the financial details were written 


down in a contract for the sale of the 
girl, just as if a horse were being bar- 
tered, and the paper was signed by both 
parties. 
TLo girl still knew nothing 


about the transaction. 


On Bing Kung neit sent presents of 


eatables, ornaments, money wrapped in 
red paper, baked pig (a sign of pros- 
perity) and other things to the home of 
Moy Far Ling, and this was the first 
intimation thai the girl had that she was 
to be married. This ceremony was known. 
as ying chun, the "passing of the big 
parade." 


Ah Ying Chun next personally gave 


out the invitations to the wedding, going 
from house to house of her friends and 
relatives making presents of cakes, pork 
and sweetmeats. 
Each person receiving 


such an invitation was honor bound to 
send the bride a present. 


Ten days before the wedding date Ah. 


Ying selected the "tai kurn," a lucky 
woman who had given birth to many son* 
and who had lost none of them, to pack 
the bride's trunks, preparatory to leaving 
the family homo.

If you want a modern example, take 


the cj^e of Abraham Lincoln. There in a 
steady outpouring of volumes; big and 
little, devoted to the life and death of 
;lu' grcatc.-l of o.ir American prophi!--. 
Jt is impossible for the average per-on 
to read all the?e book-. Kvcn if he knew 
where lo find them all, he would hardly 
be :;h!e t" choo?c what va-- rcal'y c 
QC-cntial. 


Therefore, every now and then, some 


scholar who has: devoted Ids life to this 
subject Mlts all the evidence and gives 
the public a short and concise "Life of 
Lincoln" which throws light upon the im- 
portant L-sues but leaves out what would 
not really interest those who are not pro- 
fessional historians. 


That is-exactly what the authors of the 


four gospels did with the life of Jesus. 


T/ic Authors of the Four Gospels 
and the Way They Told the Story 
About the Birth, Life and Death 
of Jesus and Dawn of a New Era 


Each one. according to his own tastes and 
ability, retold the story of the suffering 
and the triumph of his Master in his own 
words. 


Xo one can sfatc with certainty who 


Matthew was or when he lived. Bin from 
the wa> in which he gives us his good 
tidings, we know him as a simple fellow 
who loved the homely stories which Jcsns 
used to tell to the peasants of Galilee and 
who then-fore by preference dwelt upon 
the subject of parables and s-ermou.-. 


Far different was John. He mu«l have 


been a learned professor, thoroughly fa- 
miliar with the most modern doctrines 
then being taught in the academies of 
Alexandria, and giving to his "Life of 
Jesus'' a dignified theological turn which 
is entirelv lacking in the other three 
gospels. 


Luke, afrer whom the third gospel is 


called, was a doctor, according to tradi- 
tion. 


Tie well may have been a schoolmaster. 
He stated with great solemnity that he 


had read all the other lives of Christ 
which were then in circulation, but that 
he did not think any ot' them quire sati=- 
factory. 
He. therefore had decided to 


write a book of his own.

Somettnus we see hiVn running errands 


for .le.ttls. 


On the night of the last supper he 


comes rushing- into the garden o£ Geib- 
st'inane to warn the Prophet that the 
soldiers of the Council are coming to 
arre=t him. 


AVe hear of him again as the ppe,retnry 


and the traveling companion of Paul and 
of Peter. 


But we never know quite who he was 


or what he actually did or in what rela- 
tion he stood to Jesus himself.

the matter more complicated.

exceedingly well. 
It shows a personal 


familiarity with many e\ents. 
It, o.nils 


a great deal \vhich is given in the other 
gospels--, but when it stops lo describe a 
certain event with some detail, the, ttory 
becomes at once a living document and is 
full of picturesque little anecdotes. 


This intimate and personal touch lias 


often been used as absolute proof that in 
this in.-tance at least we have to do wiih 
the work of a man who had first-hand 
knowledge of his subject. 


But alas! I he gospel of Mark, like all 


the others, has certain literary eharae- 
terKties which place it definitely in the 
second century and make it the work of 
one of the grandchildren of the original 
Mark and Matthew and John. 


The complete absence of all cuiilejupu- 


rary evidence hns always been a strong 
argument in the hands of those who claim 
that all our efforts to re-create the life ot 
Jr"oi« wjvin an hi-torieal li)i 
si« mu<t be 


futile and must remain so until further 
evidence (which may lie buried almost 
anywhere) shall have given us the con- 
necting link between the first half of the 
first and the latter half of the second 
century. 


Personally, however, we cannot share 


till? opinion. 


While it is undoubtedly true that the 


actual authors of the Gospels, as \<?c have 


them today, had iiot personally known 
Jesus, it is equally evident to any one 
who has seriously studied those docu- 
ments that they derive their common in- 
formation from a number of texts which 
were current in the year 200 but which 
have been lost since then. 


Such gaps are quite common in early 


European and American and A-iatie his- 
tory. Even the famous book of nature is 
apt to indulge in an occasional jump of 
a couple of million years, during which 
period we are allowed to use our imagina- 
tion as best pleases our fane\, or our 
scientific convictions. 


In the present case, however, we are 


not obliged to deal with vague prehistoric 
figures, but with a personality of such 
extraordinary charm and such definite 
sirength, that it has outlived everything 
else that existed twenty centuries ago. 


Besides, the direct documentary evi- 


dence which is so desirable in the his- 
torical laboratory seems utterly super- 
fluous when we speak or write of .le-us. 
The very literature written around the 
fietire of the prophet of Xa?areth will 
bear us out. 


The number of books which deal with 


him nnrl I*T« worV Tr-riHeTi rinrm" Oi»> l-i«r 
2000 yr-ars cannot he counted. They rep- 
resent every language, every dialect r.uu 
every conceivable point of view. 


"With equal zeal they either prove or 


they disprove his existence. 


They affirm or question the. authority 


and the reliability of the evidence pre- 
sented to us by the gospels. 


They doubt or reverently uphold the 


absolute tni-nxorthiru'-i? of 
the letter 


written by the apostles. 


Rnf that is not nil. 
Every single word of the NVw Tt—la- 


ment has been mo«t carefully suUnitted 
to the acid tc.-ts of philological and 
chronological and dogmatic criticism. 


Wars have been fought and countries 


has-e been devastated and whole nations 
have been eradicated because two eminent 
expounders of the Scriptures happened 
to disagree upon some difficult point in 
the Apocalypse or the Acts which had 
nothing at all to do with the ideal-; of 
Jesus. 
Mighty churches have been built 


to 
commemorate 
certain 
fact? 
which 


never took place and terrific assaults 
have been made upon certain event5 which 
are ot undeniable iruth. 


Patient arch;uologists have dug deep 


iiito the folklore of a thousand tribe- to 
explain the mvsU ry ...f the Mai. «!,., be- 
came a God.

prejudice1; and the gossip of their fellow- 


And they earnestly tried to teach their 


own ideas about righteousness to their 
neighbors, that the world in -which thoy 
found themselves might become a more 
humane and reasonaUe place, oi? abode. 


Sonic of them, like the Cynics, were as 


severe in their principles as those Kssenes 
who dwelled in the mountains of Jud:oea, 


Other-, called the Epicureans and the 


Stoics, were more worldly. They taught 
their doctrines in the palace of the Em- 
peror and wore often used as private 
tutors to the weahhy young men of Ronift. 


But all of them shared om: common 


eoinictnm. 
They knew that happiness 


was entirely a matter of an inner con- 
viction and not of outward circumstances.

doctrines, the old Greek nnd Roman gods 
were rapidly losing tlieir hold on the 
ma-se.s.

tively easy and where no embarra-.-iiig 
questions are a-ked about one's ante- 
cedents. 


The conquest of so mm h m-w land in 


Europe and 
wr.-fera Asia had limied 


many a poor Ixoninn into a ni-h country 
squire.

A STAND FOR MOTHER'S IRONING 
BOARD.. 


The ironing-board stand shown in the 


illustrations is an interesting home prob- 
lem to work out. The stand makes a rigid 
support 
for 
the ' ironing-board, 
and 


another feature about it which mother 
will appreciate is its compact form when 
collapsed' (Figs. 2 and 3). 
The stand 


requires little more storage space than 
the ironing-board alone would occupy. 
"When mother shows your homemade 
ironing-board stand to friends, it is prob- 
able that you -will receive orders for simi- 
lar stands. 


The ironing-board is screwed to the 


stand framework at one end. but do not • 
consJiandeer the board until after the 
framework is completed, i'or mother may 
need it in the meantime. 


In the two views of the collapsed stand 


(Figs. 2 and 3), you will find all members 
lettered. 
The stand 
consists of two 


three iiotehcs so a.s to provide for adjust- 
ing the stand at three height?. 
The 


square notch, located in the upper edge 
of the bar (Fig. 4) is cut out at the 
rin'ht point to receive rod J when the 
stand is folded up (Fig. 2). Bar 1 turns 
on rod H, and a screw driven into the rod 
each side of it (L, Fig. ) holds it in posi- 
tion. 


The pivotal rod J (Fig. ) fits loosely 


in the holes in legs F. and snugly in the 
holes in legs B. Pivotal block K (Fig. G) 
is fasti-lied to the under side of the large 
end o£ the ironing-board with screws, and 
the upper ends of legs B are pivoted to 
its ends wiili screws (K. Figs. '2 and 3). 


"When vou have completed the ironing- 


board stand, and attached the ironing- 
board, finish the woodwork with a coat of

It would be far better for the na- 
tion to watch more carefully and 
think more deeply concerning is- 
sues arid men, but this preoccupa- 
tion might much better be distrib- 
uted over a longer period of time. 
It is senseless to- nominate a roan 
simply on acme passing frenty 
aroused by a good speech or a 
telling catchword. It 1* lea» than 
seemly that the choice of the pres- 
ent convention should depend so 
much on the manipulation of the 
moment.

stitution lias upheld its standards 
for the treatment of tubercular pa- 
tients during the year to the re- 
quired degree and that the stata 
will continue to pay the customary 
allowance of S3 a week for each 
tubercular patient numbering 70. . 
This Information was received by 
Superintendent A. C. Jensen, on 
the eve of his departure for his an- 
nual vacation. 


Annual reports of the Institution 


show that the per diem cost of up- 
keep is less than tiiat of last year, 
due to the general drcp of. cost of 
foods-tuffs. 
The 
management 


watches it per diem cost very close- 
ly, debiting and crediting to the 
county farm, conducted under the 
hospital management, for the food 
furnished the hospital. 


It costs the management of the 


hospital Si.39 a day for each In- 
mate, which includes not only food, 
clothing and personal expenditures, 
but also medicines, physicians' and 
surgeons' bills and nursing coats. 
This is a reduction from last y«4f, 
when it ran $1.50. This is found to 
be among the lowest in the United 
Sthates. The lowness of the rate 
and the efficiency of the service te 
accounted for hy the experts who 
inspect the institution by the sys- 
tem of conducting the infirmary 
portion upon the basis of an indus- 
trial institution. 


Where the aged or destitute twe 


the institution as a refuge the man- 
agement provides them employ- 
ment for which it pays moderate; 
remuneration. 


During the period ending May 


31, 1IC24. there were 3265 patientrf 
admitted compared with 2697 the 
year previous an- increase of more 
than twenty per cent. The aver- 
age daily attendance at the main 
hospital was 390 inmates for the" 
past year compared with 824 of the 
year before, an increase of eight 
per cent.

Increasing Salaries 


A proposition to increase thf pay of certain 


municipal employees was under consideration 
and in a way to succeed when the finance com- 
mittee of the Board of Supervisors found that 
ibe movement was spreading to such extent 
That it would disarrange budget calculations, 
and indeed, the city finances generally.

Magnitude of Hetch Hetchy 


It has generally been considered, or at least 


transbay communities seem to assume as much, 
that there was urgent desire on the part of 
San Francisco that they come in and share in 
the benefits of the Hetch Hetchy project, and 
of course shoulder part of its burden*. A^i«t- 
ant City Engineer Jones of Bail Francisco, in a 
recent address before an Oakland club, went 
into some detail of the project.

I have always noticed the large way in which 


the Pacific Gas and Electric Company does 
thing*.

Government Island 


When I read that Alameda's estimated 


valuation of Government Island, which may be 
removed to make possible Oakland's inner har- 
bor project, is £850,000, I harked back to the 
time when there was no Government Island, 
or nothing more than a shoaL Also to the time 
when the tidal canal was being dredged, which 
is largely responsible for the "island."' The 
shoal naturally increased on account of the 
current that resulted after the canal had been 
cut through, and was changed to dry land by 
deliberately depositing dredging thereon from 
improvements that went on from year to year. 
It seemed to be considered that an island was 
more desirable than the harbor room that 
would be taken up. And then came the con- 
troversy between the municipalities of Oak- 
land and Alameda as to which should lave 
jurisdiction, which ended in Alameda being 
awarded the decision. And now it is proposed 
to remove the island, Alameda estimating its 
ralue at ?S50,OOO.v Nearly ten years ago I 
heard Captain Tibbetts say that that "island" 
would some day have to be removed. Captain 
Tibbetts was interested in a. shipyard on the 
Alameda shore directly opposite Government 
Island.

People who ran whiz about in automobiles 


may be interested in an account of how they 
traveled a hundred ypars ago, especially in.

California," previously quoted from on this 
page, the following account occurs: "It was 
growing late and we started for the Mission of 
Santa Clara, which is about twenty leagues 
from St. Juan. Being the festival eve, Indians 
were starting off in numbers, and ere the set- 
ting of the eun hundreds were on the road for 
San Jose. Father Viader was to go in the 
morningj-and it being but a short ride, >we-cpn-<- 
eluded to remain and accompany him. ~At~an 
"early hoiir the padre's carriage was brought; 
to the door. It was a singular contrivance, in~ 
vented by himself and built by the Indian me- 
chanics under his direction — a narrow body, 
of sufficient width for one person only, hung 
,on a pair of low wheels, the whole frame 
, 
covered with brown cotton. 
The seat, well 


stuffed with lambs' wool, served to compensate 
for the absence of springs, aud the harness, 
which he had made from green hide, twisted 
into rope, though not very ornamental was 
sufficiently 'strong and answered every pur- 
pose. All being in readiness Padre Viader got 
into his carriage. We mounted our horses, 
and off we started in grand equestrian order. 
The carriage was drawn by a fine black mule, 
astride of which sat a little Indian boy, who 
assisted in guiding the animal in connection 
with a more experienced Indian, who. mounted 
on a fiery steed, led the mule with a riata 
fastened about his neck. On each side were 
two vaqueros, with lassos fixed to the axletree, 
by which they facilitated the movement of the 
carriage over the road and aided the mule in 
ascending steep places. Three or four of the 
priest's pages attended him also, and in the 
rear followed a number of Alcaldes of the Mis 
sion. All were attired for the occasion, and 
from their hats were flowing red and blue 
ribbons which, like pennons, fluttered in the 


"The Town of San Jose" 


And this, from the same source: "The town 


of San Jose consists of about on« hundred 
houses; it has a church, court house and jail. 
Its civil authorities are an Alcalde, two Eegi- 
dores, etc., as in th« town of Los Angeles at 
the south. * * Many little gardens of fruit 
trees were attached to the houses, also some fine 
fields, where are raised quantities of wheat and 
corn.

165 Bodies Are Removed From 


Theater Which Collapsed; State 
Guardsmen Rushed to Disaster 


SHIPS ARE SWEPT FROM DOCKS 


CLEVELAND, 0., June 28.—Estimates placing the loss of 


life as high as 500 have been received here tonight as a result 
of the cyclone that mowed a swath through the district northwest 
of the city, in Lorain, Sandusky, East Lorain. Vermillion, Cedar 
Point and on tlie suburbs of this city. 


Cleveland police were notified that at least 1500 were injured 


in Lorain alone. 


First estimates of the toll were 100 and then, with fresh news 


the total was raised to 500. 
A Sandusky message "excitedly 


declared that the deaths in that vicinity alone might report 
1000 with as many more maimed. 


Property damage, it was estimated, on the basis of fragmentary 


reports, might reach more than S5.000.000. 


A report fiom Elyria saia that 165 bodies had been taken 


from the collapsed State theater at Lorain. 


Upon telegraphic orders the Cleveland company of the Na- 


tional Guard was ordered out and were being taken by taxicabs 
lo Lorain. 


Looting began in the ruin-- at 4 


Loiain tonkin and st->e:nJ ilepu- 
tus have been sworn in to combat 
the looters.
